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David Cohen will be 
new UVic Law Dean

Social justice, be it for a belea¬ 
guered minority group, an 
aggravated consumer or a 
misunderstood citizen, has been 
at the root of Professor David 
Cohen’s work and study since he 
was an undergraduate student at 
Montreal’s McGill University in 
the late ’60s. He’ll bring more 
than two decades of teaching, 
research and public service 


experience with him when he 
assumes the post of Dean of 
UVic’s Law Faculty July 1. 

“Following an exhaustive 
national search, the Search 
Committee recommended the 
appointment of David Cohen as 
the next Dean of Law,” says 
Vice-President Academic and 
Provost Sam Scully. “He has a 
significant reputation for his 
work in legal education and legal 
research. He brings to his task 
great energy and enthusiasm, and 
is determined to provide vigor¬ 
ous and innovative leadership to 
an already outstanding Faculty of 
Law. His appointment substan¬ 
tially strengthens that Faculty 
and I look forward to working 
with him in the years ahead.” 

“UVic has had this history of 
having very, very talented and 
able deans,” says Cohen, cur¬ 
rently a member of UBC’s 
Faculty of Law. “If I can simply 
continue that tradition I’ll be 
very happy.” 

The consumer activism of 
Ralph Nader, whose research 
into product safety began 
permeating academe and public 
policy in the early ’70s, 
prompted Cohen to begin some 
research of his own. Backed by 
some studies in economics, 

Cohen applied the question of 
divergent cultures to the increas¬ 
ing demand for product safety in 
an analysis of international trade 
regulations. He concluded that 
the North American complaint of 
Japanese trade barriers was, in 
effect, a clash between cultural 
differences. 

“Japan felt responsible as a 
society to deal with product 
safety,” says Cohen. “The U.S. 
trusted litigation to solve market 
failures. The trade barriers were 


culturally based. The United 
States wanted Japan to import 
not just its American products 
but also its American values.” 

Cohen earned his law degree 
at the University of Toronto and 
clerked with Mr. Justice William 
Estey at the Supreme Court of 
Canada before earning his LL M 
at Yale. A strong proponent of 
clerking, he wants to give UVic’s 
law students an 
opportunity to experi¬ 
ence Canada’s justice 
system. 

“It’s very valuable 
to have our education 
system linked to the 
high court,” says 
Cohen. “You learn 
more in 11 months of 
clerking than you 
could possibly imag- 
me. 

He joined the 
faculty of UBC in 
1980 but also spent 
much of the decade 
deeply involved in two 
major consumer issues—the 
controversy over the safety of 
urea formaldehyde (UFFI) 
insulation and the demand for 
more environmentally-friendly 
products. 

Working on behalf of a 
national homeowner’s group, 
Cohen used the political process 
rather than litigation to convince 
the government to award the 
homeowners compensation. He 
also wrote a definitive analysis of 
the legal liability of the various 
parties involved in the UFFI 
program including the manufac¬ 
turer, the installers and the 
federal government. 

Cohen expanded his research 
to investigate the government’s 
liability for compensation to any 
party that suffers losses due to 
environmental policy drawn up 
in answer to public concerns. His 
major papers included an 
examination of the use of 
environmental labeling as an 
instrument of public policy, 
questioning which ones were 
valid and which ones constituted 
misleading advertising. Cohen 
also studied the option of 
demand side regulation, where 
the responsibility for environ¬ 
mental protection is shared by 
users and purchasers of a product 
or service in addition to its 
manufacturer or supplier. 

Cohen examined the multi¬ 
layered issue of environmental 
responsibility earlier this year 
when he organized a day-long 
forum at UBC to examine the 
difficult and diffuse aspects of 
forestry practices in Clayoquot 
Sound. 

According to Cohen, universi-

Children’s rights to be focus of 
international June conference

UVic’s contribution to one of 
Canada’s most significant 
observances of the United 
Nations’ International Year of the 
Family (1994) was announced at 
a media conference Feb. 8. 
Minister of Social Services Joy 
MacPhail and B.C. Ombudsman 
Dulcie McCallum joined UVic 
President Dr. David Strong in 
announcing that the School of 
Child and Youth Care and the 
B.C. Ombudsman’s Office will 
co-sponsor “Stronger Children— 
Stronger Families: 1994 Interna¬ 
tional Year of the Family Confer¬ 
ence,” on campus June 18-23, 
1994. 

The conference will focus on 
the U.N. Convention on the 
Rights of the Child. Canada 
became a signatory to the 
Convention in 1991. 

"Taking advantage of the 
opportunity of the International 
Year of the Family, this confer¬ 
ence will stress the positive 
impact that the Convention on 
the Rights of the Child can have 
as a support for families," says 
conference co-chair Sandra 
Griffin, Associate Coordinator of 
the Unit for Child Care Research 
at the School of Child and Youth 
Care. "What we want to show is 


that stronger children mean 
stronger families." 

Adds co-chair Brent Parfitt, 
Deputy B.C. Ombudsman, “The 
range of experienced and 
creative individuals contributing 
their knowledge as guest speak¬ 
ers, organizers, and participants 
will help breathe life into the 
provisions of the Convention.” 

The conference is expected to 
attract 500-800 participants 
internationally—youth, practi¬ 
tioners, policymakers, and 
researchers—“anybody involved 
in community based programs 
that embody the Convention,” 
Griffin says. 

It will include a two-day pre¬ 
conference session planned 
specifically for and by interna¬ 
tional youth to assist in preparing 
for maximum participation in the 
conference. Days three through 
five will focus on topics and 
projects that identify and support 
strengths in children, families, 
and communities within the spirit 
and intent of the U.N. Conven¬ 
tion on the Rights of the Child. 

There will also be a number 
of special activities and celebra¬ 
tions planned throughout the 
conference including feasts, 
theatre, dance, music, and 


displays of children’s art, 
reflecting the multi-ethnic 
composition of the conference 
delegates. 

The funding partners for the 
conference include: the Federal 
Government of Canada—the 
Human Rights Directorate and 
the Children’s Bureau, the 
Government of British Colum¬ 
bia, UVic, and the Vancouver 
Foundation.

tion to cancel classes came from 
the ad hoc advisory committee 
on the Dec. 6 memorial service 
which reported to Senate that the 
Dec. 6, 1993 ceremony “accom¬ 
plished the goals of having the 
University community mark, in 
a significant way, the tragedy at 
Ecole Polytechnique. Attendance 
was estimated at 1,200 students, 
faculty and staff.” The commit¬ 
tee’s initial recommendation to 
Senate proposed that classes be 
cancelled between 11:30 a.m. 
and 1 p.m. Senate voted in 
favour of an amendment reduc¬ 
ing the time that classes be 
cancelled by one half hour. 

The recommendation sparked 
debate among senators. Among 
those speaking in support of the 
cancellation of classes was Dean 
of Engineering, Dr. James 
Provan. “This is an appropriate 
commemoration,” he said. What 
happened at Ecole 
Polytechnique was “an absolute 
disaster from the point of view 
of engineering in Canada.” 

Dr. Stephen Scobie also 
supported the cancellation. “This 
event has become quite excep¬ 
tional in Canadian society and 
culture,” he stated. The Univer¬ 
sity should commemorate the 
tragedy “in a way that is signifi¬ 
cant, and that will have a 
significant impact upon the 
learning experience of our 
students.” 

Among those opposing the 
cancellation was Dr. John 
Weaver. “I do not think it the 
business of Senate to cancel

tant they are,” said Weaver, who 
questioned whether the number 
attending the 1993 ceremony 
was as high as 1,200. 

“There were 1,200 people 
there and we’re discussing rather 
blithely whether that represents 
enough people? What other 
event represents that kind of 
gathering?” said Dr. Paul West, 
speaking in support of the 
motion to cancel classes. 

Drs. Bill Gordon and Reg 
Mitchell spoke against cancel¬ 
ling classes. Mitchell expressed 
concern that the cancellation this 
year will take place on a Tues¬ 
day—which has a busy class 
schedule—and suggested the 
ceremony could be scheduled 
for a different time such as 4 
p.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

Gordon said, “I feel Senate 
should not entertain motions to 
cancel classes.” He made a 
motion that Senate refer the 
motion from the ad hoc advisory 
committee to the faculties for 
comment. The motion was 
defeated.

As the Commonwealth Games 
move closer the numbers of 
questions by UVic students, staff 
and faculty are growing. Many 
questions concern security 
clearance and accreditation for 
UVic employees. Jim Griffith, 
UVic’s Director of Operations 
for the Commonwealth Games, 
says there’s an easy test people 
can try on themselves to help 
them understand whether or not 
they will need accreditation for 
access into the secure areas that 
will be set up for the Games. 

“Ask yourself, ‘Do I have to 
be there [in a secure area] to do 
my job?’ and secondly, 'Why do 
I have to be there?’ ” says 
Griffith. “If the answer to the 
first question is ‘Yes,’ and to the 
second question, ‘Because my 
job requires me to be there,’ then 
likely you will be given accredi¬ 
tation for that area. It’s as simple 
as that.” 

Griffith says that filling out 
voluntary security clearance 
forms for the Commonwealth 
Games Society, as many UVic 
employees and students have 
been recently asked to do, does 
not guarantee that accreditation 
passes will be given to everyone 
who is approved through the 
security clearance procedures. 
Filling out the security clearance 
forms is the first step and 
essential to be eligible for 
accreditation. The need for 
accreditation will be determined 
by the need for the employee to 
be in a secure area on campus. 

“Accreditation is not a free 
ticket into venues, it’s not a 
status symbol, it is only a way of 
getting employees where they 
have to be for the job they do,” 
says Griffith. 

For example, he explains that 
a cook from UVic’s Food 


Services staff may require access 
to the Athletes’ Village and the 
Commons Block. Probably that 
cook will be issued an accredita¬ 
tion pass that displays coloured 
bar codes for those two areas 
alone, in which case the accredi¬ 
tation cannot be used to gain 
access to any of the other areas 
within the Athletes’ Village or 
other campus venue sites. 

There will also be temporary 
accreditation passes to cover 
limited time-spans, such as for 
electricians who may need brief 
access to a venue site to change 
light bulbs or do other brief jobs. 

Griffith says there may be as 
many as 300 UVic employees 
who will be given specialized 
accreditation. 

As for security on campus 
during the Games, Griffith says 
to expect “airport-type security.” 

“You can expect to see x-ray 
machines at the entrances to 
some venue sites that are 
overseen by security people, and 
there will also be security patrols 
throughout all venues on 
campus,” he says. “There will be 
chain-link fences around the 
Athletes’ Village area, the 
Centennial Stadium area, around 
a few parking lots and near the 
McKinnon Building.” 

Griffith says that the security 
fence boundaries have basically 
been determined but, as with 
other items concerning UVic’s 
involvement in the Games, there 
are still a few details to be 
worked out before the final 
boundary can be revealed. 

Griffith invites students and 
employees who have questions 
of any kind about the Games to 
call him at local 8022. If he 
doesn’t have an immediate 
answer, he’ll find one, he says.

ties should strive to offer 
analysis and advice to the public 
on complex issues, environmen¬ 
tal or otherwise. 

“This is one of the roles I see 
for universities—public educa¬ 
tion on issues of significance to 
the people of British Columbia,” 
asserts Cohen. “This shouldn’t 
be merely for academics but for 
members of the community who 
will then participate more 
effectively with the solid 
knowledge of an issue.” 

Cohen also wants to 
strengthen the First Nations 


program at UVic’s law school. 

“I think it’s extraordinarily 
important in Canada that we 
expose non-First Nations 
lawyers and law schools to First 
Nations communities and their 
issues,” he says, “and provide 
First Nations people with the 
opportunity to participate in the 
legal system. 

“UVic’s law school is a 
fabulous facility. For a young 
school, it has an extraordinarily 
good reputation around this 
country. It’s really quite exciting 
for me to be coming there.”

included,” says Dietrich Bertz 
(University Archives), who 
initiated and mounted the exhibit. 
Bertz has focused on Read’s own 
thoughts about his life. “His 
childhood was really the centre 
that he always went back to,” 
says Bertz. 

Read produced in excess of 
2,000 works. Although poetry 
makes up only a small part of his 
published writings, it was his 
favourite. He had a keen interest 


in politics, education and art, 
which were often the subjects of 
his books and articles. Read’s 
personal papers contain a large 
collection of letters from many 
important figures such as T.S. 
Eliot, George Woodcock, and 
Richard Aldington. The epitaph 
engraved on Read’s gravestone, 
“knight - poet - anarchist,” 
captures the essence of who he 
was. 


Connie Rooke

Seniors’ market neglected, 


on Aging Report 


An exhibit to commemorate the 
centenary of the birth of Sir 
Herbert Read, British poet, art 
critic, anarchist, academic, 
editor, journalist, and writer, is 
on display outside Special 
Collections in the McPherson 
Library through Feb. 28. Mariko 
Murayama, a researcher from 
Japan who visited UVic during 
the winter terms of 1987-88 and 
1988-89 to study the Read 
collection, made two donations 
of $500 each which have been 
used to fund the exhibit. The 
autobiographical theme of the 
display offers a glimpse into the 


world of this complex and 
prolific author. 

Of the many collections 
housed in Special Collections, 
the Read collection is one of the 
most used. Since Read’s papers 
were purchased by the Univer¬ 
sity in 1965, researchers from all 
over the world have written to 
enquire about this extensive 
collection, and many have come 
to study it in person. It contains 
books, working notes, photo¬ 
graphs, and letters, only a small 
number of which have been 
included in the exhibit. “There is 
so much more that could not be 


says Centre 

“Product development for a 
healthy and active senior 
population is still an undevel¬ 
oped area,” says a just-released 
research paper by the UVic 
Centre on Aging. The report, 
entitled “Neglected Needs and 
Emerging Opportunities in 
Seniors Markets: An Argument 
for Future Research,” predicts an 
expanding market for products 
that enhance the lives of seniors. 

Its authors are Dr. Neena 
Chappell, Director of the Centre 
on Aging, and Zachary Zimmer, 
a research affiliate at the Centre. 

“A good majority of seniors 
perceive themselves as relatively 
fit and healthy,” according to the 
paper. “The proportion of 
seniors who engage in a number 
of activities does not drop off 
substantially after the age of 
65.” 

“As those who are presently 
in their 50s and 60s become 
senior, they will likely be more 
and more interested in a market¬ 
place which enables the en¬ 
hancement of their quality of 
life.” 

The number of seniors in 
Canada has grown from about 1 
million in 1951 to more than 3 
million today. The Centre on 
Aging predicts that the number 
of Canadians 65 years of age 
and older will top 7 million over 
the next four decades, by which 
time they will constitute almost 
one-quarter of all Canadians. 

“Research has only scratched 
the surface in terms of increas¬ 
ing our understanding of the 
needs and preferences of the 
multiple markets that seniors 
represent,” says Chappell. 

“While public health condi¬ 
tions have improved chances of 
living a long life,” states the 
paper, “parallel improvements in 
quality of life have not necessar¬ 
ily been experienced. Products 
which promote independence for 


seniors could enhance the quality 
of extended lives.” 

“Ongoing research is neces¬ 
sary for the development of 
products, devices and services for 
older adults,” the paper con¬ 
cludes. The Centre on Aging and 
the Canadian Aging Research 
Network (one of 15 National 
Centres of Excellence) in which 
it participates are adding signifi¬ 
cantly to research on topics 
related to aging. 

The seniors’ market paper is 
available to the public and is one 


of a series of Community Papers 
on Aging being published by the 
Centre. 

“The intent of these papers is 
to provide information devel¬ 
oped from rigorous scientific 
study in a manner that is both 
understandable and relevant to 
the non-specialist and non¬ 
researcher,” says Chappell. “We 
hope that the publication of this 
series will promote discussion 
on a wide variety of topics of 
importance to aging individuals 
and to our aging society.” 


Schreyer to re-visit UVic 

Former Governor-General of Canada the Hon. Ed Schreyer will 
once again be visiting UVic as a Distinguished Fellow of the 
Institute for Integrated Energy Systems, Feb. 14 to March 17. He 
was at IESVic during the spring of 1992 when he taught a cross- 
disciplinary course on the development of alternative energy 
initiatives. During this visit, Schreyer will be working with his 
IESVic colleagues on various energy systems opportunities. His 
office will be in room 92 of L-Hut. 

Schreyer was Governor-General from 1974—84. During his tenure 
as Premier of Manitoba (1969-77) he also served as Minister of 
Hydro and has since maintained a special interest in energy systems.

“Dr. Tomorrow,” will offer 
his famous brand of thought- 
provoking insights at UVic’s 
second annual Leading Edge 
Training Technologies (LETT) 
Conference and Trade Show, 

Feb. 15 and 16 in the Victoria 
Conference Centre. Ogden will 
give his predictions on the 
convergence of television and 
computer technologies, and how 
this techno-marriage will affect 
education and training over the 
next century. 

“The several pieces of 
electronic equipment I have 
hooked up now in my Vancouver 
houseboat—including my 
television set, my computer, my 
camcorder and my phone line— 
is what the average household 
will be able to acquire as one 
appliance within the next few 
years,” predicts Ogden, adding 
that this technology will be able 
to bring the knowledge of the 
world at an affordable cost to 
almost anyone who is interested. 
“This will affect humankind 
more than the automobile.” 

Ogden is one of five guest 
speakers at the conference, 
which is being organized by the 
Technology, Engineering, and 
Computing (TEC) Programs of 
the Division of Continuing 
Studies. Other lecture topics 
include the educational implica¬ 
tions of the telecommunications 
revolution, an exploration of 
education’s new frontiers, how 
changing technologies have 
affected ergonomics and the 
human body, and an outline of 
recent developments in creating 
an “information highway.” 

There will be a panel discus¬ 
sion on “Policy Issues for 
Technology-based Training and 
Education: Visions for the 
Future.”

virtual reality.

Watson bursary benefits single parents 


The family of Roy Watson has 
established a new bursary fund 
for single parents studying at the 
School of Social Work. The Roy 
E.L. Watson Bursary Fund will 
give $1,500 each to three under¬ 
graduates and one graduate 
student who show financial need. 
The bursaries are expected to be 
made available in the 1995-96 
academic year. 

A total of at least $6,000 will 
be made available every year to 
single parent students studying 
social work. 

Students can be studying on- 
campus or off-campus, but must 


be taking a minimum of 9 units 
of study in the year the award is 
held to be eligible. 

These new bursaries are in 
addition to the scholarships in 
honour of the longtime UVic 
professor that are already 
available in the Department of 
Sociology where Watson taught 
for over 30 years. 

Roy Watson retired from UVic 
in 1988 after learning he had 
developed cancer. He died in 
1991. His family has continued 
his long association with the 
University through the scholar¬ 
ships and now the bursaries— 


ensuring that Roy Watson will 
continue to make an ongoing 
contribution to the University 
and its students. 

Although Watson taught 
Sociology, he had a strong 
connection with the School of 
Social Work, sitting on the 
committee that originally 
recommended the establishment 
of the school. 

“He was a very early and very 
true friend of the School of 
Social Work on campus,” says 
Prof. John Cossum, a colleague 
of Watson’s.
